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DETAILED ACTION 

Upon review allowability of claim 4 is withdrawn in view of newly applied 
references. 

1 . Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Zeigler in 
view Chelminski. 

2. Zeigler, figures 10, 14, 9 includes coaxial feedthrough CMd for connecting a 
signal through a wall 93, and having a base 95 with an axial passage, coaxial 
transmission lines, coaxial connector? 1 or $&tfr jointly at an end of the passage, and

connected to line 3. Zeigler lacks sealing material within base 95. Chelminski at 55 

includes a space filled with potting (sealant). Obvious to use same in Zeigler to provide 

sealing. Reference to "through a wall" does not over CMd since the signal passes

through wall 93. In addition, as alternative obvious to apply base 95, potting, etc to 
figure 10 wall mounted connector 68. This would protect the transmission lines at 
coaxial connectors 1. 

3. Claims 8-16 are allowed. 

4. Claims 5 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
